It  is,  that 
Parliament  should  do  its  duty  to  the  “  Crown  of  England,” 
and  “  maintain  untaniished  the  lustre  of  that  diadem  which 
**  was  the  brightest  and  most  distinguished  in  the  world.” 
Mr  Gladstone's  figurative  meaning  is  in  this  case  so  closely 
bordering  on  the  literal,  that  one  is  really  at  a  loss  to  know 
whether  he  is  inviting  us  to  maintain  the  constitution, 
or  to  fight  for  a  bauble.  His  anxiety,  he  declared,  was 
to  **  obtain  something  like  an  united  expression  of  sentiment 
**  from  the  House  of  Commons”  on  the  Compensation  Act; 
and  the  result  of  his  aimless  agitation  is  to  send  the  act  back 
to  Canada  with  the  obIo(|uy  of  as  much  Pai  liaruentary  disunion 
and  distraction,  as  the  ingenuity  of  tlie  fraction  of  a  small 
party  could  heap  upon  it. 

The  real  facts  respecting  tlie  Compensation  Act  are  too 
clear  for  sophistiy, — bx>  transparent  to  be  obscured,  to 
use  tlie  words  of  the  unconscious  Mr  Gladstone  himself, 
by  a  “fog  of  ambiguity.”  Shortly  after  tlie  suppression 
ot  the  reliellion  of  lHd7-{18  tw’o  acts  were  fiassed  by  the 
Legislature  of  Upper  Canada  to  indemnify  parties  who  suf¬ 
fer^  loss  by  the  rebellion,  of  course  excluding  all  who  parti¬ 
cipated  ill  the  insurrection.  This  was  tlie  act  of  the  family 
compact,  then  in  power.  After  the  union  of  the  two  pro¬ 
vinces,  tlie  family  party  still  in  power.

BEAUTIES  OF  LAW. 

It  is  hardly  {lossible  to  read  tlie  daily  law  reports  without 
meeting  with  some  decision  repugnant  to  common  sense  and 
justice.  In  the  Common  Pleas  we  find  a  rich  example.  A 
*  preceptress  brings  an  action  for  a  slander  imputing  to  her 
[  that  she  was  a  street- walker,  a  forger,  and  a  thief.  She 
j  recovers  damages  for  the  first  count,  having  proved  special 
damage  in  the  loss  of  pupils.  Upon  tlie  others,  verdicts  are 
given  for  the  defendant.  A  rule  nisi  is  obtained  for  a  non¬ 
suit,  on  the  ground  that  the  words  proved  in  the  first  count 
were  not  actionable  (namely,  that  tlie  plaintiff  was  a  street¬ 
walker),  and  that  no  special  damage  was  proved.  Her  counsel 
admits  that  it  has  been  decided  in  Hare  v.  Crayton  that 
words  imputing  want  of  chastity  in  a  preceptress  had  been 
decided  not  to  be  actionable,  as  not  having  been  said  of  her 
respecting  her  business  or  profession !  The  Court  concurred 
in  tliis  monstrous  doctrine,  holding  that  the  defendant  did 

in  the  manner  described,  and  the 


I  not  injure  the  plaintiff 
nonsuit  was  made  absolute. 

Now  who  does  not  know  that  a  character  for  cliastity  is  as 
essential  to  a  preceptress  as  a  cliaracter  for  the  requisite  ac¬ 
complishments  ;  and  that  a  charge  of  frailty,  much  more  of 
common  prostitution,  is  calculated  to  deprive  her  of  employ¬ 
ment,  and  to  take  the  bread  from  her  mouth.  The  base 
accusation,  whether  it  be  credited  or  not,  and  acted  upon  or 
not  at  the  time,  is  a  serious  injury ;  as  the  mention  of  tlie  fact 
at  any  subsequent  period  that  such  a  charge  had  been  breathed, 
leaves  people  in  that  unfavourable  state  of  opinion  commonly 
describe  os  “  not  knowing  what  to  think,”  which  is  pret^ 
uniformly  tantamount  to  thinking  ill.  But  tlie  law  in  its 
wisdom  holds,  as  we  have  seen,  tliat  an  attack  on  the  reputa¬ 
tion,  the  possession  of  which  is  a  aine  qua  non  for  the  em¬ 
ployment  of  a  preceptress,  has  no  relation  to  her  business  or 


WHY  DOES  RUSSIA  INTERFERE  IN  HUNGARY  ? 
It  has  long  been  evident  to  all  who  watch  the  progress  of 


European  aflairs  that  Russia  has  invariably  pursued,  and  is  still 
pursuing,  a  steady  and  uninterrupted  policy  of  territorial 
extension  and  aggrandizement.  In  this  respect  the  most 
daring  plans  of  the  French,  for  extension  of  territory  and 
influence,  sink  into  insignificance  in  comparison  with 
what  Russia  has  actually  effected.  Every  additional  ac¬ 
cession  of  territory  is  only  considered  as  a  step  towards 
furtlier  progress.  The  Russian  Empire  already  contains 
such  a  numerous  population,  and  such  extensive  dormant 
resources,  as  to  call  for  the  concentration  of  all  the  energies 
of  both  rulers  and  subjects  upon  a  judicious  development  of 
these  resources  by  a  wise  and  liberal  system  of  internal  admi¬ 
nistration.  But  the  policy  of  the  Czar  scorns  such  common¬ 
place  dictates  of  civilisation. 

The  German  papers  already  b^n  to  speak  of  a  cession  of 
part  of  Galicia  to  Russia,  as  the  price  of  her  succour  against  the 
Hungarians.  They  even  profess  to  define  the  exact  limits  of 
the  portion  to  be  ceded  ;  and  it  is  by  no  means  improbable 
that  an  additional  slice  of  territory  in  any  quarter  would  be  ac¬ 
ceptable  to  the  Imfierial  palate.  But  to  the  initiated  in  Rus¬ 
sian  policy  the  great  aim  of  Russian  ambition  is  well  known 
to  be,  and  to  have  been  ever  since  the  days  of  Catherine, 
the  acquisition  of  Constantinople,  and  a  paramount  influence 
in  the  Mediterranean. 

Now  we  must  confess  that  we  do  not  share  the  apprehen¬ 
sions  of  some  military  and  naval  authorities  of  no  mean  re¬ 
pute,  that  some  fine  morning  a  Russian  fleet  will  be  wafted !

hearts.  Dembiuski  s  object  is  to  prevent  as  long  as  possible 
the  entrance  of  the  Russians ;  and  to  engage  tliem  iu  the 
mountainous  region  of  Upper  Hungary,  until  the  operations 
of  the  western  army  under  Gbrgey  take  a  decisive  turn. 

The  western  army,  amounting  to  between  sixty  and  seventy 
thousand  men,  occupies  positions  on  the  Waag  and  the 
Raab  from  Neutra  to  Stein-am-Onger ;  whilst  the  Aus¬ 
trians  and  Russians,  under  tlie  command  of  Haynau, 
front  tins  line  fromTyrnau  to  Giins.  Continual  engagements 
near  Szered,  which,  even  according  to  the  Vienna  accounts, 
have,  up  to  the  present  moment,  been  to  the  advantage  of 
the  Hungarians,  occupy  the  attention  of  the  Austrians  upon 
the  Upper  Waag  ;  and  prevent  tliem  from  strengtliening,  in 
any  considerable  degree,  their  right  wing  on  the  right  bank 
of  the  Danube.  Gbrgey  seems  to  meditate  a  lK)ld  and  vigor¬ 
ous  movement ;  and  siiould  he  succeed  in  turning  or  beating 
the  right  wing  of  the  Austrians  near  Odenburg,  the  road  to 


the  injustice  and  rapacity  of  the  despots  who  dismembered  Poland  ; 
but  neither  the  violence  nor  the  perfidj  of  these  potentates,  in  half  a 
century,  is  comparable  to  the  violence  and  perfidy  of  one  ferocious 
French  general  in  a  single  week.  The  people  of  Poland  had  no 
treachery  or  ingratitude  to  complain  of :  enemies  came  as  enemies, 
and  were  received  as  such.  No  lady  of  Warsaw  bound  up  the  wounds 
of  any  bleeding  Cossack  :  no  Russian  ofiicer  was  invited  to  partake 
the  hospitalities  of  the  city,  to  enjoy  its  promenades,  to  survey  the 
strength  or  weakness  of  its  walls.  But  the  people  of  Poland,  oven 
more  than  the  people  of  Rome,  have  proved  the  ingratitude  of 
France.  The  most  si^al  exploits,  both  in  Spain  and  in  Russia,  were 
performed  by  the  Polish  lancers  in  protecting  the  French.  Poland 
was  traffick^  away  by  one  Bonaparte,  Italy  is  trafficked  away  by 
another ;  but  the  glories  of  Rome  are  reinstated,  the  glories  of  France 
are  extinct.  No  arras,  however  successful,  can  cover  prostrate  honour. 
Certainly  it  is  not  a  marthoT »  baton  that  is  meri^  by  such  beha¬ 
viour  ;  and  this  is  the  opinion  of  all  men  out  of  France,  and  of  many 
among  themselves. 

The  French  are  now  as  detested  in  the  whole  of  Italy  as  ever  they 
were  in  Portugal  Md  Spun.  They  have  a  wonderful  facility  in  winning 
hearts  and  iu  losing  them  again.  So  long  as  they  have  an  object  in 
view,  “  they  fawn,  feign^  ami  fatter : "  when  they  have  obtained  it,  they 
are  contemptuous  and  overbearing.  They  began  with  cajoling  Rome, 
and  ended  with  cannonading  her :  they  began  with  lies,  and  ended  with 
massacres.  Broadcast  did  they  sow  the  wind,  and  abundantly  do  they 
reap  the  tempest.  It  is  a  tempest  which  is  not  about  to  terminate  with 
the  political  heats  of  the  seasoit :  it  is  one  which  already  has  swept  away 
the  tnoral  of  the  nation  whence  it  sprang,  and  will  sweep  away  the 
physical  of  many.

On  tlie  other  hand,  the  Hun¬ 
garians  on  their  side  muster  150  battalions  of  infantry, 
eighteen  regiments  of  cavaliy,  and  400  guns  of  field  artil¬ 
lery  ;  and  it  is  not  likely  that  tlieir  genemls  have  unlearned, 
ill  the  course  of  a  series  of  continual  victories,  the  strategical 
talents  by  which  those  victories  were  won.  It  is  therefore, 
not  improbable  that,  in  spite  of  their  numerical  superiority, 
the  Russo-Austriau  troops  may  yet  be  out-mana‘iivred.  At 
any  rate,  whatever  happens,  the  Hungarians  can  always 
prolong  the  war,  and  thus  exhaust  the  tinancial  resources  of 
tlieir  enemy.  The  Hungarians  have  for  their  allies  the  cho¬ 
lera,  the  awkwardness  and  incapacity  of  tlio  Austrian 
generals,  and  the  brutality  of  the  Austrian  civil  functionaries, 
as  well  as  the  iinancial  difHculties  of  the  empire,  and  the 
prostration  of  its  credit. 

It  would  appear  that  hostile  oiierations  actually  commenced 
on  the  1  Uh  inst.,  and  with  a  result  favourable  to  the  Hunga¬ 
rians.  The  Austrian  brigade,  Wyss  of  Schlik’s  army,  was 
re[»ulsed  from  Csorna  to  St  Janucs,  after  a  severe  contest.

Weighty  as  Mr  Cunningham’s  volumes  are,  however  the’ 
interest  is  at  least  proportionate  to  their  bulk.  Let  it  iwt  kl 
supposed,  because  we  have  dwelt  upon  the  extent  of  hi*  m 
searches  among  original  antiquarian  authorities  (parish  le^ 
gisters  as  well  as  books),  and  on  the  scrupulous  fidelity  of  his 
adherence  to  them,  that  there  is  anything  of  a  literal  dryness 
or  hardness,  in  the  result  of  his  labour.  It  is  greatly  the  lerene 
of  this.  He  who  looks  for  the  ordinary  characteristics  of  1 
compilation  in  this  Handbook,  will  be  strikingly  and  rerv 
pleasantly  disappointed.  The  history  of  the  various  stre^ 
buildings,  and  localities  is  illustrated,  wherever  it  is  possible 
by  brief  and  pregnant  extracts  from  old  contemporaiy  writen 
while  the  residences  and  deaths  of  famous  people  are  hunted 
out  from  dusty  parish  registers ;  but  the  book  quotation*  are 
for  the  most  part  as  little  hacknied  as  even  those  fiooi 
mouldering  parish  records.  Mr  Cunningham  has  gone  over 
too  wide  a  range  of  reading  to  confine  himself  of  neces^v 
to  the  worn  paths  already  over-trodden  by  the  various  writere 
on  liondon  for  the  last  twenty  or  thirty  years.  His  net 
quotations  are  selected  with  exquisite  judgment  and  tact. 
From  first  to  last  the  volumes  are  full  of  racy  and  piquint 
matter.  The  materials  are  fresh,  and  the  arrangement  ind 
handling  excellent. 

Let  us  give  two  excellent  general  specimens  of  this  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  book,  where  the  contrast  of  subject  is  not  reillv 
so  violent  as  at  first  it  would  seem  :  Almack’s  and  Bedlam.

Here  we  enter  on  the  delicate  and  dangerous  ground  of 
the  world  of  fashion.  Yet  the  author  treads  it  with  the  same 
quiet,  unexaggerated  felicity  of  obser>atioii  and  remark,  as 
she  had  shown  in  that  of  simple  domestic  life.  The  younger 
Vernon,  whose  qualities  are  now  elicited  more  in  detail ;  the 
admirable  I>ord  Delverly,  with  his  fussy  political  father,  and 
hisliard-minded,  fortune  hunting  sisters  ;  the  meek,  kind,  and 
silly  Mrs  Ormsby  Cottin  ;  pass  in  rapid  but  not  bewildering 
succession  before  us.  Nor  of  the  whole  crowded  dramatis 
persona  is  one  introduced  needlessly,  or  who  do«*s  not  aid  j 
in  forwarding  the  denouement. 

The  atmosphere  begins  now  to  be  surcliarged  with  more  stir¬ 
ring  passion  as  well  as  more  deuzling  lights.  The  closer  inti¬ 
macy  into  which  the  two  cousins  are  brought  lias  its  effects, 
and  the  mother  s  plot  for  reclaiming  her  son  is  in  a  fair  way 
of  succeeding.  The  earnest  but  unretumed  passion  of  I^ord 
Delverly  for  Fanny,  and  the  malicious  counteraction  of  his 
sisters,  precipitate  matters.  The  cousins  arc  betrothed :  when 
the  fmil  wife,  in  whose  meshes  young  Vernon  is  already 
involved,  appears  on  the  scene ;  her  brother  Delverly  dis¬ 
covers  the  intrigue ;  a  duel  follows,  in  which  young  Venion 
falls ;  and  misery  bursts  like  a  thunder-storm  over  the 
family  circle,  killing  tlie  mother,  and  utterly  prostrating  the 
energies  of  the  father.

T^t  there  is  a  strong  element  of  the  dramatic 
I  in  such  a  position,  is  unquestionable,  and  proved  by  the  interest 
of  the  auaience  ;  but  it  will  not  support  a  five-act  play.  Never¬ 
theless  everything,  in  the  instance  before  us,  is  shaped  to  illus¬ 
trate  this— the  last  infirmity  of  heroism,  a  weakness  simulating 
strength.  There  is  no  collision  of  motive  or  passion,  or  opposing 
character.  There  is  no  character  but  one.  There  is  a  destiny 
on  the  scene,  and  without  the  iron  strength  of  purpose,  or  the 
grandeur  of  control,  that  should  vindicate  the  sorrow  it  inflicts. 
The  result  is  a  touching  anecdote,  told  with  great  feeling 
and  sensibility,  and  moving  even  to  tears.  But  the  tragic 
drama  must  be  of  solider  and  sterner  stuff,  if  it  would  hope 
to  endure. 

Yet  wo  doubt  if  Mr  Marston  has  not  shown  a  better  dramatic 
faculty  in  several  passages  of  this  play  than  even  in  the  best  scenes 
of  the  Patrician's  Daughter.  The  first  act  and  the  last  are  ad¬ 
mirably  well  conceived  and  written,  both  of  them.  Indeed  the 
language  throughout  is  good  and  true.  The  region  of  idealised 
passion  is  not  too  rare  for  Mr  Marston  to  breathe  in.  He  has 
many  of  the  most  genuine  qualities  of  the  poet.  He  has  imagi¬ 
nation  and  sensibility  in  a  high  degreee,  and  has  of  late  acquired 
I  a  'compactness  and  strength  of  expression  which  does  neater 
justice  to  both.  We  might  quote  passages  from  the  play  before  us, 

I  remarkable  for  mixed  feeling  and  thought,  and  written  in  that 
best  dramatic  spirit  which  blends  action  and  emotion  ;  but  we 
think  the  author  capable  of  things  so  infinitely  better  on  the 
whole,  that  there  is  nothing  in  Strathmore  which  does  not  make 
us  the  more  regret  that  he  did  not  -give  a  worthier  scope  to 
his  theatrical  ambition. 

We  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  tell  the  story.  The  position 
of  the  chief  character  we  have  glanced  at,  and  is  briefly  de¬ 
scribed.  He  is  a  royalist  by  birth  and  breeding,  driven  by  a 
sense  of  justice  to  take  part  with  the  Covenanters  ;  and  is  brought 
to  the  extremity  of  sitting  in  judgment  on  the  life  of  his  oldest 
friend,  and  the  father  of  his  betrothed.  This  old  cavalier  has  also 
a  daughter  already  married ;  and  such  scenes  as  are  apart  from  the 
principal  action  turn  upon  the  attempt  of  this  damsel,  who  has 
L>th  wit  and  spirit,  to  obtain  her  father’s  release  by  means  of  a 
turn-coat  royalist  who  has  obtained  rank  in  the  camp  of  the 
Covenanters.  Her  sister,  the  heroine  of  the  play,  has  a  more 
di  vided  and  painful  duty  between  her  father  and  her  lover ; 
which  ends,  when  toward  the  close  the  tables  have  again  turned,

Moriani  reappesrS 
in  Oennaro^  Parodi  was  the  Lucrezia^  Alboni  the  Maffeo^Or^’ 
and  “  the  general  cast  of  the  opera,’’  observes  the  Times,  “JIl’ 
extraordinary  for  its  strength.

We  have  told  this  story  veiy  inade(juately — \ery  feebly. 
The  materials  are  simple,  and  have  little  of  novelty.  Yet  the 
easy  and  natural  manner  in  which  each  succeeding  incident  is 
made  to  arise  out  of  the  pi'cceding,  and  the  trutliful,  kindly, 
yet  sagacious  delineation  of  character,  impart  to  them  an 
inexpressible  charm.  There  is  nothing  of  elal>orate  scene¬ 
painting  in  the  liook ;  and  yet  the  localities  ore  vividly 
impressed  ujion  the  fancy,  witli  a  free  and  sunny  effect. 
There  is  no  cant  of  artistical  criticism,  and  yet  the  intluences 
of  music  and  i>ainting  are  most  successfully  called  in  to 
heighten  the  effects  of  the  common-life  incidents.  The  ojien- 
ing  scenes  in  the  countiy’  produce  a  tnuKjuilli.sing  impression 
on  the  mind ;  the  more  agitating  and  stirring  events  of  the 
town  are  brilliant  and  affecting  ;  and  there  is  a  high  tone  of 
moral  grandeur  in  llie  repose  which  settles  down  ui>on  tlie 
termination  of  the  story. 

The  book  must  l»e  read  to  Ihj  appreciated.  The  interest 
is  enchaining  and  unifonnly  siLstained  from  first  to  last. 
The  characters  are  delineated  with  a  close  analytical  skill  that 
betrays  in  the  autlior  a  clear-sighttxi  spirit  which  might  have 
become  merely  stitirical  had  not  { 
disposition  mellowed  the  judgment  into  true  and  kindly 
tolerance.  There  is  an  under-current  of  quiet  humour,  com¬ 
bined  with  no  moan  amount  of  passionate  {xiwer,  and  witli 
sound  steady  judgment  presendiig  a  constant  l>alance.  T 
book  is  one  which  none  but  a  woman,  and  a  high  and  right- 
minded  woman,  could  have  written. 

We  fear  tliat  such  extracts  as  we  could  give  w( 
hardly  help  the  reader  to  a  better  conception  of  the  ^leculiar 
and  unobtrusive  beauties  ivhich  w'o  have  felt  it  no  easy  task  to 
indicate.  We  will  tlierefore  content  ourselves  wdth  saying  to 
every  novel-reader  of  taste — get  the  book. 

It  is  inscribed,  ”  gratefully  and  affectionately,”  to  the 
Honourable  Lord  Jeffrey,  “  whose  genius  has  awakened  so 
many  minds  to  new  perceptions  of  truth  in  character  and 
beauty  in  expression,  and  whose  l>enevolence  has  never  re¬ 
fused  encouragement  and  support  to  the  feeblest  footstejis  in 
the  pleasant  walks  of  literature  ” — a  most  merited  tribute, 
gracefully  expressed. 

Valerie,  an  Autobiography.  By  Captain  Marryat,  R.N.,' 
Author  of  *  Peter  Simple,’  Ac.  *2  vols.  Colbuni. 

We  had  occasion  to  remark,  in  noticing  a  former  posthu¬ 
mous  work  by  Capt.  Marryat,  that  he  had  evinced,  in  all 
his  later  productions,  a  singularly  simple,  straightforward, 
De  Foe-Uke  style  of  narrative.  The  book  before  us  is  anotlier 
evidence  of  this.  He  bad  conceived  latterly  a  great  fond¬ 
ness  for  the  writing  of  stories  for  children,  and  no  man 
could  have  hit  upon  a  better  mode  of  practising  himself  in 
the  habit  of  simple  narration.  Valerie,  much  of  which  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  author’s  lifetime  (portions  towards  the  end 
appear  not  to  have  been  written  by  him,  but  are  cleverly 
managed),  s^ws  the  effect  of  this  habit  very  pleasingly ;  and 
the  subject  is  one  that  tlie  autlior  of  Roxana  womu  have 
chosen-— the  struggles  of  a  young  girl  driven  from  her  home 
to  practise  self-dependence,  undergoing  infinite  sordid  pri¬ 
vations  as  governess,  milliner,  and  music-teacher,  till  at  last 
she  exuiates  the  errore  of  her  family  and  education,  and  wins 
herself  an  honourable  independence.  There  is  a  direct 
interest  throughout,  and  the  story  is  full  of  Capt.  Marrvat’s 
easy  observation  and  humorous  indications  of  character.

23rd  ult.,  has  arrived.  Santa  Anna  was  still  a  resident  in  Jamaica,  nor 
IS  there  any  probability  of  his  leaving  to  return  to  Mexico.  He  had 
bwn  promoting  a  meeting,  which  was  announced  to  be  held  the  day 
after  the  steamer  left,  at  Spanish  Town,  Jamaica,  “  to  consider  the 
effect  produced  on  that  county,  by  the  non>obecrvanoe  of  the  treatiea 
for  the  suppreesion  of  the  slave-trade,  by  which  Spain  and  Brasil  are 
bound  to  her  M^esty,  and  of  devising  such  a  measure  as  may  tend  te 
promote  at  once  the  peat  interests  of  humanity,  and  the  relief  of  the 
intertropical  poseeesione  of  the  crown  from  the  deep  distress  in  whiok 
they  are  now  involv^.’*  The  Lord  Bishop  of  the  diocese  headed  the 
Inquisition  to  the  chief  magistrate  for  permission  to  hold  the  meeting 
in  the  Public  Rooms.  The  Jamaica  *  Dispatch  ’  givee  the  particulan 
of  an  accident  which  befel  the  bishop  a  few  days  previously.  It  ap* 
pears  be  was  proceeding  from  his  mountain  residence,  when  his  horse 
fell  down  a  precipice  nearly  250  feet  deep.  His  lordship  had  a  narrow 
escape.  His  fall  was  arrested  within  a  few  feet  of  the  surface  of  the 
road,  by  bis  clutching  and  clinging  to  the  branch  of  a  tree.  Hie 
escape  fVora  instant  death  was  most  miraculous. 


-  Much  dissatisfaetioa 

had  been  created  in  the  island  amongst  ths  mercantile  community, 
in  consequence  of  the  irregularity  of  the  packet  system.  For  some 
months,  the  papers  state,  the  steaniere  have  arrived  two,  three,  and 
eoraetimee  six  days  aft-er  they  were  due.  This  caused  much  inoonve* 
nienoe,  and  is  attributed  to  the  recent  alteration  of  the  route.  The 
merchanti  were  about  to  complain  to  the  Admiralty  upon  the  sub¬ 
ject.  The  commercial  interests  of  the  island  remained  in  the  same 
wretchedly  dull  state  as  usual.  Business  was  almost  at  a  stand  etill, 
and  what  little  was  doinc  was  but  of  slight  service  to  any  one. 

Affairs  of  Hatti. — -Through  the  Jamaica  papers  we  have  ftirtheF 
details  of  the  state  of  affairs  at  St  Domingo,  reports  of  which  havu 
reached  via  New  York.  Letters  had  been  received  in  Kingston  from 
Jactnel  and  Port-au-Prince,  that  the  Haytian  and  Dominican  feroea 
had  met,  and  had  several  pitched  biittlee.  The  decisive  engagement 
appears  to  have  taken  place  near  San  Oarloe,  where  the  army  under 
President  Soutouque  was  encountered  by  the  Spanish  troops  belong, 
ing  to  the  St  Domingo  republic,  commanded  by  Gkneral  Santa 
Anna  and  President  Ximenes,  and  a  pitched  battle  ensued,  lasting 
for  five  successive  days  and  nights.  Nearly  one-half  of  Solouqoe’s 
men  were  destroyed,  and  that  general  retreatetl  to  Port-au-Prince, 
with  his  suite,  four  of  whom  he  had  previously  shot,  having  been 
charged  by  the  president  with  conspiring  against  his  goremment^ 
General  Similien  had  also  been  imprisoned,  but  had  made  his  escape ; 
and  it  was  suppoee<l  there  would  soon  be  a  battle  between  the  rival 
generals  to  determine  whether  Soulouque  was  to  continue  any  longer 
to  tyrannise  over  the  Haytian  people,  or  Similien  to  aasuine  the  pre¬ 
sidency  of  the  republic.  Sir  Robert  Schomberg,  the  newly-appoiuted 
British  consul-general  to  the  republic  of  St  Domingo,  was  reoeived  on 
his  arrival  at  the  city  of  that  name  with  the  greatest  enihusiaero. 
The  British  flag  was  hoisted  for  the  first  time  at  St  Domingo,  undsF 
salute  from  the  steamer  that  conveyed  him,  and  of  twenty  guns  ftom 
the  forta  The  governments  of  Bnglaiid,  France,  and  America  have 
now  representatives  accredited  to  the  Spanish  republic  of  this  ieland. 

CAPE  OP  GOOD  HOPE. 

Accounts  have  been  reoeived  to  the  19th  of  April.  Affairs  in  the 
interior  were  quiet,  and  the  native  police  were  doing  duty  moet  faith¬ 
fully  and  effectually.  The  inhabitants  of  the  colony  were  in  the 
highest  etate  of  excitement  at  the  proposed  intention  to  send  convicts 
thither.  The  feeling  rune  so  high  against  it,  that  it  is  suniiieed  the 
attempt  to  carry  into  force  the  order  in  oouncil  will  be  attended  with 
unpleasant  consequenoee.

which  it  is  said  of  the  Russian  invaders,  that  they  come  “  to  annihi 
hte  liberty,  independence,  and  faith — to  enslave  the  people  and  carry 
them  off  into  bondage — to  desecrate  churches  and  holy  places — to 
murder  the  aged  and  the  young,  and  force  the  chastity  of  women,” 
kc  The  heai  of  the  Hungarian  church  has  moreover  instructed  the 
eleq7  to  preach  a  crusade  against  the  Russians,  to  make  the  war  an 
object  of  religion  and  of  duty,  and  to  tell  the  people  to  take  all  they 
We,  and  withdraw  into  the  interior  of  their  countiy,  and  thence  to 
nuke  war  to  the  knife  against  the  Russians.  The  following  pasuge, 
in  a  letter  of  the  Vienna  correspondent  of  the  ‘Morning  Chronicle* 
(a  journal  which  has  shown  no  favour  to  the  Magyar  cause),  is  of

Thi  Papal  Statbs. — Ancona  still  resisted  on  the  9th,  after  sixteen 
I  days’  siege.  On  ths  10th  the  Austrians  received  from  Perrara  six 
I  pieces  of  heavy  artillery  and  six  mortars,  so  that  another  attack  was 
expected  on  the  11th  or  12th.  On  the  5th  the  AustriaDs  attaoked 
Brondolo  and  Cbioggio  by  sea  and  by  land  but  without  result. 

Affairs  of  Piidmoiit.  Accounts  have  been  recti ved  at  Paris  from 
Turin,  which  state  that  the  definitive  treaty  between  Austria  and  Sar¬ 
dinia  has  been  concluded,  notwithstanding  the  efiTorts  made  by  France 
to  prevent  it.  Piedmont  has  consented  to  pay  an  indemnity  of 
seventy  million#  of  francs,  and  the  Austrians  give  up  ths  occupation 
of  Alessandria.  Ths  King  of  Sardinia  is  rapidly  recovering. 

SiBOB  OF  Vbnicb. — The  *  Risorgimento '  of  Turin,  of  the  15th  inst., 
quotes  letters  from  Venice  of  the  6th,  stating  that  the  siege  and 
blockade  are  carried  on  unremittingly.  The  Austrian  minister  De 
Brack  had  opened  negotiations  with  the  city,  but  to  no  effect.  His 
oflTert  were — a  general  amnesty ;  the  recognition  of  ths  public  debt  of 
Venice ;  ths  institution  of  ths  civic  guard  ;  a  civil  and  not  military 
governroetit ;  the  reintegration  into  their  several  offices  of  all  those 
persons  who  held  public  functions  before  the  22nd  of  Marrii,  1848 ; 
all  the  emphyig  to  be  Italian,  to  ths  exclusion  of  Germans;  the 
amount  of  a  year  of  prsedial  tax  to  he  waived  by  the  Austrian  go¬ 
vernment.  fn  return  for  these  conditions,  the  Austrians  were  to 
occupy  the  town  and  forts.  The  Venetians  have  refused,  fearing,  with 
reason,  that  ths  Austrians,  once  in  possession,  would  keep  none  of 
these  articles.

This  produced  the  greatest  excitement  amongst  the 
people,  and  though  the  prefect  had  a  formal  denial  of  the  fact  posted 
up  everywhere  during  the  night,  the  denial  was  not  believed.  The 
agitation  went  on  increasing  next  morning :  groups  formed  at  the 
Croix  Rousse,  at  the  Guilloti^re,  and  the  quarter  Perroche.  About 
seven  o’clock  a  band  of  sixty  men  descended  from  the  Croix  Rousse 
to  the  place  des  Terreaux,  and  disseminated  the  ideas  of  insurrection 
amongst  a  considerable  crowd  already  collected  there.  Immense  groupe 
were  also  assembled  before  the  H6tcl  de  Ville.  At  about  eight  o’clock 
intentions  were  manifest  to  break  into  the  bi^ilding.  T  wo  communica¬ 
tions  were  then  made,  preceded  by  the  beating  of  a  drum,  and  thisfor 
a  moment  restrained  the  people,  the  soldiers  who  were  present  not 
being  ordered  to  act.  The  groups  gradually  dispersed  through  the 
city,  and  no  actual  disturbance  took  place  on  that  day,  the  agitation' 
however,  continuing  extreme.  About  eleven  o’clock  at  night,  the 
agitation  appearing  to  increase,  the  authorities  determined  to  interfere, 
and  upwards  of  100  persons  were  arrested.  During  the  whole  of 
Thursday  night  the  democratic  party  continued  to  promenade  the  town 
haranguing  the  people  at  certain  points.  ^  At  five  in  the  rooming  of 
Friday  a  red  flag  was  displayed  at  the  Croix  Rousse,  by  about  300  per¬ 
sons.  who  proceeded  towards  Caluire,  it  was  supposed  to  seek  adherents. 
The  agitation  continued  to  increase  all  the  morning,  and  about  ten 
o’clock  the  post  of  the  Veterinary  School  was  taken  possession  of  bj 
a  band  of  700  or  800  men ;  the  soldiers  having  been  persuaded  that 
the  government  had  been  overthrown,  gave  up  their  anus  voluntarilj, 
and  partly  joined  the  insurgents,  whose  number  was  further  increased 
by  several  pupils  of  the  Veterinary  School.  The  fighting  first  com¬ 
menced  at  1 1  o’clock,  at  the  Bernardines.  The  17th  of  the  line,  of  which 
the  post  of  the  Veterinary  School  formed  a  part,  presented  itself  first 
to  the  fire.  The  insurgents,  on  the  other  hand,  had  thrust  forward 
the  adherents  they  had  got  in  that  regiment,  so  that  many  of  the  men 
fell  on  both  sides.  The  affair  began  by  the  insurgents,  who  came  to 
disarm  the  post  of  the  Bernardines.  The  soldiers  then  tired  on  the  peo¬ 
ple,  who  cried  out  “  Treason.”  But  it  was  no  longer  time  to  draw  back. 
The  gate  of  the  Bernardines  forms  the  communication  between 
Lyons  and  the  suburb  of  La  Croix  Rousse.  where  the  insurgents 
counted  most  partisans.  The  opposition  of  the  troops  on  this  point 
was,  therefore,  most  fatal  to  the  insurgents.  They  dispersed  at  once, 
with  cries  of  “  To  arms."  The  tocsin  was  sounded,  and  barricades 
were  commenced  in  the  Grande  Rue  and  several  adjacent  streets.  A 
determined  fire  from  the  windows  and  roofs  of  houses  was  at  the  same 
time  commenced  against  the  soldiers  occupying  the  barmks  of  the 
Bernardines,  who  replied  at  first  with  musketry  and  then  with  cannon, 
tearing  the  houses  of  the  Grande  Place  and  the  Grande  Rue.  This 
state  of  things  continued  till  two  o’clock  p.  m.,  when  a  column  ot 
infantry,  about  2,500  strong,  supported  by  eight  pieces  of  artillery 
and  headed  by  General  Ma<:nan,  turned  the  hillocks  of  La  Croii 
Rousse  by  the  quays  of  the  Saone,  climbing  the  rising  grounds 
leading  to  it,  starting  from  the  quay  de  Serni,  and  moving  along 
the  fortified  enceinte  which  separates  Lyons  from  La  Croix  Rousse. 
Having  arrived  on  the  plateau  half  way  from  the  Grande^  Place, 
General  Magnan  stopped  his  column,  and,  having  exhorted  his  men, 
commenced  the  attack.  The  column  was  received  with  a  fire  of 
musketry  from  the  houses  and  the  Grande  Place  of  the  Croii 
Rousse.  This  was  answered  by  the  firing  of  cannon  hm  tae 
troops.  The  square  was  then  occupied,  the  bsurricades  attacke(LM<» 
successively  carried,  after  considerable  resistance.  Several 
were  killed  and  wounded,  amongst  whom  the  colonel  i 

captains  of  the  17th.  At  the  moment  that  the  column  of  WMf** 
Magnan  made  this  principal  attack,  a  battalion  of  the  6th  light  m  ^ 
try  entered  the  Grande  Rue  by  the  road  of  the  Cuire,  and  joined 
other  column  in  the  middle  of  the  Grande  Rue,  ^  From  that  moraen 
the  Croix  Rousse  might  be  considered  as  occupied.  ^  The  *”*“^*®.

Mr  NAPIER  rose  to  present  a  petition  from  Mr  W.  Smith  O’Brien 
and  others,  when  he  was  interrupted  by 

•  haLord  J.  RUSSELL,  who  submitted  that  a  petition  from  parties  who 

d  been  convicted  of  high  treason  could  not  be  received. 

The  SPEAKER  had  no  recollection  of  a  precedent,  but  thought 
that  the  petition  should  be  received. 

A  conversation  hereupon  ensued,  during  the  progress  of  which 
Mr  HERRIKS  contended  that,  as  the  petitioners  were  civilly  dead, 
their  petition  could  not  ho  received  ;  but 

Sir  R.  PEEL  took  a  difFcrent  view  of  the  cose,  in  which  he  was 
supported  by  Mr  COCKBURN  and  other  hon.  members,  after  which 
Lord  J.  RUSSELL  withdrew  his  objection,  and  the  petition,  which 
prayed  that  the  petitioners  be  heanl  by  counsel  at  the  bar  of  the 
house  against  the  bill,  was  presented,  and  read  by  the  clerk  at  the 
table. 

TRANSPORTATION  FOR  TREASON  (iRXL.VNI))  BILL. 

Sir  G.  GREY  then  move<l  the  second  reading  of  the  bill,  which  had 
not  been  introduced  into  the  other  house,  from  which  it  had  come 
down,  l)ccau8c  there  was  really  any  valid  doubt  as  to  the  power  of  the 
crown  to  commute  to  transportation  for  life  sentences  of  death  for 
high  trt'ason  in  Ireland,  but  for  the  purpose  of  declaring  that  such 
power  di<l  exist. 

Mr  NAPIER  ol)sorve<l  that  so  little  time  had  been  given  to  con¬ 
sider  the  scope  of  the  hill,  that  he  ha<l  found  it  difficult  to  decide 
!  what  w’as  the  host  course  for  him  to  take.  If  the  govornment  were 
d(‘8irou8  to  transport  the  prisoners,  instead  of  carrying  out  the  sen¬ 
tence  of  death  pas.sed  upon  them,  it  was  perfectly  competent  for  them 
to  have  indicted  the  prisoners  under  the  trea.son  felony  act,  which  re¬ 
cognised  the  punishment  of  transportation.  lie  moved,  as  an  amend¬ 
ment,  that  the  prisoners  bo  heard  by  counsel  at  the  bar  of  the  house 
against  the  bill. 

The  ainemlnient  wa.s  seconded  by  Mr  J.  O’CONNELL. 

The  ATTORNEY-GENERAL  proceeded  at  some  length  to  show 
that  there  was  no  real  ground  for  doubt  upon  the  subject ;  but  doubts 
having  arisen,  the  best  course  that  could  have  been  taken  W'os  to  sub¬ 
mit  a  bill  to  tho  legislature  for  their  removal 

Mr  ANSTEY  opposed  the  bill,  and  intimated  his  intention  of 
throwing  every  constitutional  impediment  in  the  w.vy  of  its  passage. 

Mr  P.  WOOD  supported  tho  bill,  on  the  ground  that  it  would 
remove  doubts,  for  which  he  thought  there  was  but  little  foundation. 

Mr  KEOGH  argued  that  the  bill  was  unnecessary,  as  the  crown  had 
the  power  to  respite  the  sentence  from  time  to  time,  and  keep  the 
parties  convicte<l  imprisoned. 

Mr  Serjeant  TALFOURD  objected  to  this  view  of  the  case,  and 
supported  the  bill.

house,  for  some  years,  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  express  his  entire  dis¬ 
approbation  of  the  compensation  bill.  He  would  not  enter  into  the 
disputed  topic  of  responsible  government,  for  the  real  question  at  issue 
was  the  act  of  parliament  which  rewarded  rebels  at  the  cost  of  those 
loyal  colonists  who  had  shed  their  blood  in  defence  of  the  crown. 
Karl  Grey  had  advised  the  house  to  bury  rebellion  in  oblivion,  but  this 
was  the  first  time  that  he  had  ever  heard  of  rebels  being  not  only 
amnestied  and  pardoned,  but  also  rewarded  for  the  losses  which  their 
treason  had  brought  upon  them.  “  I  am  sorry,”  concluded  Lord 
I  Lyndhurst,  “  that,  departing  from  my  ordinary  practice,  I  have  had  j 
occasion  to  address  your  lordships,  and  {)erhnps  it  is  the  last  time  I 
shall  ever  do  so ;  but  having  held  high  office  under  the  crown,  and 
being  still  its  sworn  servant,  I  feel  strongly  that  this  bill  com¬ 
pensating  rebels  is  a  mischievous  mejisureand  insulting  to  tho  govern¬ 
ment  of  this  empire,  and  that  I  should  have  failed  to  discharge  an 
imi>erative  duty  imposed  on  me  bad  1  not  offered  to  it  my  determined 
opposition.”  ( Much  cheering. ) 

Lord  CAMPBELL  had  heard  with  extreme  pain  the  speech  of  Lord 
Lyndhurst,  which  he  feared  had  been  induced  by  a  persuasion  that 
the  French  Canadians  were  aliens  in  race,  in  language,  and  in  religion. 
This  act  was  founded  on  the  precedent  followed  in  the  case  of  the 
upper  province,  and  it  would  bo  most  invidious  to  introduce  into  a 
measure  which  was  to  operate  in  Lower  Canada  restrictions  which 
were  not  applied  to  Upper  Canada.  The  object  was  to  giro  com¬ 
pensation  for  rebellion  losses,  without  at  all  meaning  that  rebels 
should  be  compensated.  Parties  must  establish  a  just  and  equitable 
claim ;  but  it  would  be  hard  indeed  to  impose  on  claimants  the 
necessity  of  proving  that  they  were  loyal  subjects.  It  was  enough  to 
provide  that  those  who  had  been  convicted  or  had  surrendered  and 
were  transported  to  Bermuda  should  be  excluded.  If  this  act  were 
disallowed,  it  would  lead  to  a  war  of  classes  in  Canada. 

Lord  STANLEY  concurred  with  Earl  Grey  in  the  policy  of  oblite¬ 
rating  the  memory  of  past  offences ;  but  the  question  was  whether 
this  bill  as  framed  did  not  gire  encouragement  to  rebellion.  It  was 
because  in  his  opinion  it  went  to  compensate  unconvicted  rebels  at 
the  expense  of  those  who  had  suffered  in  their  persons  and  property 
to  suppress  rebellion  that  he  considered  this  a  case  in  which  the 
crown  should  interfere.  The  Upper  Cana<la  acts  were  not  intended  to 
compensate  rebels ;  nor  did  he  believe  that  rebels  had  been  compen¬ 
sated.

LEASEnOLD  TENURE  OF  LANDS  (IRELAND)  BILL. 

Lord  CAMPBELL  moved  the  third  reading  of  this  bill,  explaining 
that  the  clauses  had  been  so  altered  as  to  give  full  compensation  to 
Jess^  and  reversioners,  and  to  retain  the  power  ns  regarded  the  Irish 
Society  to  arbitrate  between  their  lessees  and  sub-lessees. 

Loid  REDESDALE  moved  that  the  bill  be  read  a  third  time  that 
day  six  months. 

The  Earl  of  Wicklow,  the  Marquis  of  Donegal,  Lord  Stanley,  and 
Karl  of  Devon,  opposed  the  bill,  which  was  supported  by  the 
Marquii  of  Lansdowne  and  Lord  Beaumont. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Lord  LYNDHURST,  words  were  inserted, 
enarting  that  compensation  for  losses  should  be  estimated  according 
™wketable  value  of  the  time.

Mr  GODSON  opposed  the  bill  as  unnccessaiy,  and  therefore  ob¬ 
jectionable. 

Mr  MONSELL  and  Mr  REYNOLDS  followed  in  opposition  to  it ; 
whereupon 

Sir  J.  GRAHAM  had  no  doubt  but  that  the  Queen  had  the  power  to 
commute  the  sentence ;  but  as  doubts  had  arisen  in  certain  quarters, 
and  as  the  bill  had  been  submitted  to  remove  those  doubts,  he  had 
no  alternative  but  to  support  it.

No  case  had  been  made  out  to  induce 
their  lordships  to  inteqiose  their  veto  to  an  act  of  mere  local  concern, 
which  had  received  the  support  of  a  large  majority  of  the  united 
legislature  of  the  colony,  and  also  of  the  British  House  of  Commons. 

^The  Marquis  of  LANSDOWNE  felt  that  the  decision  of  this  matter 
would  determine  whether  the  constitutional  government  which  hod 
been  accorded  to  Canada  was  a  reality  or  a  delusion,  a  substance  or  a 
shadow.  ,  This  was  no  question  of  principle,  but  of  detail ;  and  it  was 
not' competent  for  their  lordships  to  go  into  committee  and  pronounce 
clause  by  clause  whether  the  Canadian  legislature  had  decided  right 
or  wrong.  He  denied  that  this  was  an  act  to  reward  rebels.  No  man  j 
was  a  rebel  who  could  not  be  proved  by  law  to  be  so  :  and  no  man 


Mr  GRATTAN  opposed  the  bill,  as  did  also  Mr  O’FLAHERTir. 

The  house  then  divided,  and  the  numbers  were,  for  the  amendment, 
31 ;  against,  178  :  inajoriU  against,  147.  The  question  was  then 
upon  the  second  reading  of  the  hill. 

Mr  ANSTEY  thereupon  made  a  very  long  speech,  and  then  moved 
the  adjournment  of  the  debate. 

Mr  F.  O'CONNOR  hoped  that  Mr  Napier  would  not  permit  the 
hon.  and  learned  member  to  take  the  case  out  of  his  hands. 

Mr  NAPIER  could  not  prevent  any  hon.  member  from  pursuing 
the  course  taken  by  Mr  Anstey.

After  some  further  conversation  the  house  divided,  and  the  numbers 
were— for  the  a^oumment,  9;  against  it,  195:  majority  against, 
186.

SANITARY  MATTERS. 

Th*  Health  op  London. — The  mortality  of  the  metropolitan  dia- 
tricti,  which  in  the  previous  week  was  rather  above  the  average,  has 
fallen  last  week  to  912  deaths,  or  51  less  than  the  estimate  founded 
on  the  weekly  mortality  of  former  springs.  Taking  four  principal 
groups  of  fatal  causes — namely,  the  tubercular,  diseases  of  the  nervous 
system,  of  the  heart,  and  of  the  respiratory  organs,  all  show  a  decrease 
on  the  average ;  especially  the  last,  in  which  the  deaths  were  88, 
though  the  average  is  131.  The  epidemic  class  alone  (numbering  251 
deaths)  shows  an  excess  which  is  considerable,  and  amounts  to  53  ; 
but  of  the  21  diseases  of  which  it  consists,  only  hooping-cough,  diar- 
rha‘8,  and  cholera,  are  conspicuously  fatal  in  this  return.  Hooping- 
cough  numbers  45,  against  an  average  of  36;  the  average  of  diar¬ 
rhea  and  dysentery  is  14  ;  but  in  the  last  three  weeks  the  numbers 
have  been  respectively  19,  25,  and  38,  showing  a  gradual  increase. 
Cholera,  which  in  five  former  springs  averaged  one  death  only,  was 
fatal  in  the  last  three  weeks  to  9,  22,  and  42  persons,  showing  that 
the  epidemic  makes  some  progress.  Of  the  42,  30  died  on  the  south 
•ide  of  the  river.  Two  men  died  from  contact  with  diseased  horses, 
fhree  fatal  cases  of  privation  are  recorded.  The  mean  reading  of  the 
was  above  30  inches  on  Thursday ;  the  mean  of  the  week 
was  29.779  inches.
